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To  The  Alumni 

The  unexpected  has  happened,  but  Indiana,  greater  than 
any  individual,  goes  right  along  and  will  continue  to  develop. 

As  I  look  back  over  the  ten-year  span  of  my  connection 
with  your  Alma  Mater,  a  few  things  stand  out  as  indicative  of 
substantial  progress.  The  curricula  as  a  whole  and  the  courses 
that  go  to  make  them  up,  have  been  made  more  serviceable  to 
prospective  teachers  and  have  been  lengthened  to  four  years 
of  post-high  school  work  with  degrees  available  under  reason- 
able standards.  The  standards  for  entrance  have  been  raised 
so  that  Indiana  is  regarded  as  a  higher  institution  instead  of 
a  competitor  in  the  secondary  field.  The  Training  School 
facilities  have  been  developed.  Some  land  has  been  purchasd 
and  a  definite  plan  for  the  future  development  of  the  physical 
plant  ha&  been  approved  by  the  Trustees-  Many  minor  re- 
pairs and  improvements  have  been  made  and  a  real  gymnasium 
is  in  process  of  construction.  Extensive  plans  for  revamping 
and  expansion  of  the  Power  Plant  are  almost  ready.  The  be- 
ginnings of  a  building  program  have  actually  been  made. 

The  things  that  have  been  mentioned,  however,  are  not 
comparable  with  the  fine  spirit  shown  by  alumni,  teachers1, 
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trustees,  students,  and  citizens.  No  one  has  shown  the  least 
disposition  to  desire  anything  but  the  greater  excellence  and 
usefulness  of  the  school.  From  the  bottom  of  my  heart,  I  thank 
you  for  your  sincere  cordiality,  your  helpful  counsel,  and  your 
inspiring  loyalty;  and  beg  that  you  will  vouchsafe  the  same 
to  my  successor.  1  can  not  forget  Indiana,  and  hope,  in  the 
years  that  lie  ahead,  to  have  some  small  part  in  the  develop- 
ment of  it  into  an  even  greater  school  than  it  has  ever  been.

Dr.  Keith  Appointed  State  Supt. 
of  Public  Instruction 

Left  January  24,  to  Assume  New  Duties 

Again  a  great  honor  has  come  to  Indiana — and  also  a 
great  loss.  In  naming  Dr.  John  A.  H.  Keith  as  State  Superin- 
tendant  of  Public  Instruction,  Governor  Fisher  has  shown  wise 
and  discriminating  judgment;  he  has  brought  to  this  office  a 
man  of  national  reputation,  well-fitted  by  temperament,  train- 
ing, and  experience  to  handle  in  a  big,  broad-minded,  impar- 
tial way  the  problems  that  will  come  before  him;  a  man  de- 
voted to  the  cause  of  public  education  not  only  in  the  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania  but  in  the  United  States  as  a  whole ;  a 
man  eager  to  see  that  a  square  deal  is  given  every  boy  and  girl 
of  school  age  in  the  state- 

Dr.  Keith  was  born  at  Homer,  Illinois.  He  graduated  from 
the  Illinois  State  Normal  University,  Normal,  Illinois,  and 
secured  the  A.  B.  and  A.  M.  degrees  at  Harvard.  In  1919,  he 
was  given  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Pedagogy  by 
Miami  University  at  Oxford,  Ohio. 

Dr.  Keith's  teaching  has  been  varied.     He  has  taught  in 
rural  and  village  schools  in  Illinois  and  in  the  Training  Depart- 
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raent  of  the  State  Normal  School  at  Normal,  111.  He  served  as 
teacher  of  Pedagogy  and  Psychology  in  the  Northern  Illinois 
State  Normal  School  at  DeKalb,  Illinois.  In  1907  he  was  elected 
President  of  the  State  Normal  School,  Oshkosh,  Wisconsin, 
where  he  remained  for  ten  years, — coming  to  Indiana  as  prin- 
cipal, in  1917,  For  two  summers  Dr.  Keith  has  given  courses 
in  Normal  School  Administration  at  Teachers  College,  Colum- 
bia University. 

As  an  author  Dr.  Keith  is  known  by  Elmentary  Education, 
Its  Processes  and  Problems,  published  in  IS 05.  He  is  also 
joint  author  with  Dr.  Wm-  C.  Bagley,  of  Teachers  College, 
New  York  City,  of  The  Nation  and  the  Schools,  published  in 
1909,  and  of  An  Introduction  to  Teaching,  published  in  1923. 
He  is  joint  editor  with  Dr.  Bagley  of  the  American  Teachers 
College  Series  published  by  Macmillan  Company,  which  in- 
cludes text  books  on  education  and  on  various  subjects  pri- 
marily for  those  who  are  preparing  to  teach  in  public  schools. 

It  is  with  the  greatest  reluctance  that  we  saw  Dr.  Keith 
leave  Tuesday  to  assume  his  new  duties.  With  the  old  "Indi- 
ana' spirit  let  us  continue  to  hold  aloft  the  torch  which  has  been 
thrown  to  us  and  "carry  on"  the  good  work  so  nobly  started. 
Congratulations  and  best  wishes  to  Dr.  Keith  on  the  merited 
honor  which  has  come  to  him !  In  the  words  of  the  poet : 

"Our  hearts  and  hopes  are  all  with  thee; 
Our  hearts,  our  hopes,  our  prayers,  our  tears, 
Our  faith  triumphant  o'er  our  fears, 
Are  all  with  thee,  are  all  with  thee."

He  assured  the  students  that  he  would  still  be  in- 
terested in  the  school  and  extended  his  best  wishes  for  its  fu- 
ture success.— INDIANA  PENN,  January  28,  1927. 


FAREWELL  DINNER  TO  DR.  AND  MRS.  KEITH 

On  February  twelfth,  the  Faculty  Club  of  the  Indiana 
State  Normal  School  entertained  at  a  congratulatory  and  fare- 
well dinner  for  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Keith.  The  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  their  wives  and  husbands,  and  representa- 
tives of  the  various  organizations  to  which  Dr.  Keith  belonged, 
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were  also  guests  of  the  club.  The  dinner,  given  in  the  tapes- 
try-walled dining  room  of  John  Sutton  Hall,  was  perfectly 
appointed  and  perfectly  served. 

Mr.  Warren  Nevin  Drum,  the  Dean  of  Instruction  and 
now  Acting  Principal,  was  toastmaster.  With  felicity  he  in- 
troduced the  various  speakers,  each  of  whom  discussed  some 
special  aspect  of  Dr.  Keith's  life  in  the  community. 

As  was  fitting  Mr.  Thomas  Sutton  spoke  first  on  behalf 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  After  delightful  and  genial  reminis- 
cences, he  paid  a  restrained  and  beautiful  tribute  to  Dr.  Keith. 
"I  am  satiffied,"  he  said,  that  the  administration  of  the  state 
has  never  been  in  better  hands  than  it  is  today,  and  I  look  for- 
ward to  great  things  not  only  for  this  school  but  for  the  Com- 
monwealth itself.  Here  is  a  work  of  which  few  men  are  cap- 
able, but  I  firmly  believe  that  the  administration  will  redound 
to  the  glory  of  the  school,  and  will  perhaps,  reflect  some  credit 
upon  us  who  brought  Dr.  and  Mrs-  Keith  from  their  western 
home  into  the  East." 

Mr.  George  Buchanan,  a  Rotarian  of  more  than  local 
honors,  represented  the  Rotary  Club,  which  Dr.  Keith  had 
brought  to  Indiana,  and  of  which  he  was  the  first  president. 
"There  is  one  tragedy  in  Rotary,"  said  Mr.  Buchanan, "and  that 
is  that  whenever  a  Rotarian  moves  out  of  the  town,  he  for- 
feits his  membership.  So  for  a  little  time  we  thought  that  Dr. 
Keith  was  lost  to  Rotary  work;  but  the  Indiana  Club  did  a 
very  unusual  thing.  They  saw  to  it  by  unanimous  vote  that 
Dr.  Keith  would  be  made  an  honorary  member  of  Rotary  Inter- 
national. He  will  therefore  be  welcome  at  any  time  in  any  one 
of  more  than  twenty-five  hundred  Rotary  Clubs  locatd  in 
about  thirty-eight  different  countries.  No  matter  where  or 
when  he  goes  among  these  people,  he  will  receive  from  more 
than  130,000  Rotarians  throughout  the  world  a  very  hearty 
handclasp." 
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No  one  could  have  more  sincerely  expressed  the  faculty 
point-of-view  than  did  Professor  Gordon.  "I  do  not  want  to 
talk  about  Dr.  Keith's  service  in  behalf  of  education;  that 
would  take  too  long.  But  I  want  to  mention  two  or  three  per- 
sonal things.  We  admire  you,  Dr.  Keith,  because  of  the  way 
you  met  with  us  when  we  had  our  troubles.  Your  office  door  was 
always  open  and  you  were  always  willing  to  listen  to  us.  Not 
that  you  granted  all  our  requests — that  would  have  been  too 
indulgent.  It  would  not  have  been  good  for  us.  But  you  listened 
to  us ;  you  counseled  with  us  and  advised ;  as  a  result  we  were 
happy.  Then  too,  I  want  to  speak  for  the  faculty  and  express 
our  profound  thanks  for  the  freedom  you  gave  us  in  carrying 
out  our  plans  for  our  work.  For  this  we  thank  you.  And 
now  as  you  go  into  your  field  of  broader  service  we  want  to 
assure  you  that  you  have  our  good-will,  you  have  our  heartiest 
cooperation.  We  only  wish  for  you  unbounded  happiness  in 
your  new  field." 

Mr.  Speer  Guthrie,  a  long-time  member  of  the  Shake- 
speare Club,  spoke  briefly  of  the  delightful  social  and  literary 
interests  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Keith. 

Mr.  Ernest  Stewart,  representing  the  Country  Club,  took 
us  first  down  some  very  pleasant  by-ways  of  humor,  and  then 
dropped  into  serious  mood.  "Dr.  Keith,"  he  said,  "is  a  dreamer, 
but  his  dreams  are  not  castles  in  Spain.  They  are  dreams  which 
are  supplemented  by  the  force  and  energy  that  make  a  dream 
come  true.  Some  years  ago  there  was  a  dream  of  a  Normal 
College  for  Indiana;  and  I  think  there  is  now  a  dream  of  a 
Normal  College  that  will  have  two  thousand  students.  I  know 
that  if  Dr.  Keith  had  stayed  that  dream  would  have  come 
true." 

The  Superintendent  of  the  city  schools,  Mr.  H.  V.  Herl- 
inger,  represented  the  public  school  interests,  not  only  of  In- 
diana but  of  the  state  at  large.  He  spoke  of  the  thoroughly 
pleasant  relationships — the     unusual     co-operation — of     the 
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Normal  and  the  public  schools ;  and  brought  to  Dr.  Keith  the 
sincere  greetings  of  the  city  staff. 

To  Professor  Walsh  the  Club  had  entrusted  the  difficult 
task  of  expressing  concretely  to  Dr.  Keith  the  gratitude  of 
the  Faculty  for  his  constructive  professional  leadership.  "All 
the  other  speakers,"  said  Mr.  Walsh,  "have  been  talking  about 
Dr.  Keith  as  if  he  belonged  to  Indiana  and  to  Pennsylvania. 
But  they  are  mistaken ;  he  belongs  educationally  to  America  at 
large.  About  seventy-five  years  ago  a  group  of  enthusiastic 
educators  organized  a  society  which  soon  grew  into  the  great 
National  Education  Association.  For  the  last  thirty 
years  Dr.  Keith  had  been  one  of  the  most  active  and  progres- 
sive members  of  this  N.  E.  A.  During  that  period  the  or- 
ganization has  grown  from  a  group  of  a  few  hundred  enth- 
usiasts into  the  largest  organization  of  professional  or  busi- 
ness men  engaged  in  the  same  line  of  work  in  the  world.  Dr. 
Keith  has  been  one  of  the  most  vigorous  of  its  leaders.  In  his 
various  articles  in  different  school  magazines,  in  his  book, 
THE  NATION  AND  THE  SCHOOLS,  in  the  talks  and  reports 
to  committees  on  education  of  the  United  States  Senate  and 
the  House  of  Representatives,  he  has  laid  solid  foundations 
for  better  relations  between  the  national  government  and  its 
educational  interests.  When  the  Government  has  as  much  in- 
terest in  its  boys  and  girls  as  it  now  shows  in  its  cattle,  and 
places  a  Secretary  of  Education  in  the  President's  Cabinent, 
no  small  share  of  this  consummation  will  be  due  to  this  group 
of  men :  Dr.  Keith,  Dr.  Bagley,  Dr.  Strayer,  and  Dr.  Finegan 
Recently  the  N.  E.  A.  established  a  plan  for  life  memberships, 
which  are  arranged  partly  to  give  the  individual  all  the  bene- 
fits of  membership  in  the  society,  and  partly  to  establish  a 
permanent  endowment,  the  proceeds  of  which  are  to  be  used 
for  educational  interests.  When  we  as  members  of  the  Faculty 
Club,  were  thinking  of  what  we  could  best  do  to  show  in  a 
slight  degree  our  appreciation  of  what  Dr.  Keith  has  done 
not  merely  in  Indiana,  not  merely  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
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Pennsylvania,  but  in  the  nation  at  large,  we  felt  that  no  better 
indication  of  our  appreciation  could  be  handed  to  him  as  he 
leaves  us  for  this  greater  work  than  a  life  membership  in  the 
National  Education  Association. 

After  long  and  sincere  applause,  Dr.  Keith  began  to 
speak.  "To  plead  guilty  to  the  various  charges  that  have  been 
made  would  be  egotistical ;  to  plead  not  guilty  would  be  chur- 
lish. I  want  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Faculty  Club  for 
this  life-membership  in  the  N.  E.  A.  I  hope  I  may  live  long 
enough  to  make  it  a  wise  investment.  I  appreciate  it  particular- 
ly because  I  am  one  of  those  who  helped  devise  the  scheme  for 
thus  increasing  the  permanent  fund  of  the  association.  Dr. 
Keith  then  spoke  of  the  development  of  the  N.  E.  A.  from  a 
small  organization  to  an  association  of  more  than  150,000 
members.  He  s*poke  also  most  encouragingly  of  the  plans  for 
reorganizing  the  Pennsylvania  State  Education  Association. 
"I  am  reminded,"  Dr.  Keith  continued,  "that  it  is  almost  ten 
years  since  I  first  came  to  Pennsylvania.  The  time  has  gone 
so  rapidly  and  so  pleasantly  that  it  does  not  seem  as  if  one 
tenth  of  a  century  has  passed  since  my  coming  here.  There 
have  been  the  changes  that  must  come  with  the  passing  of 
time.  There  have  been  possibly  some  improvements-  I  re- 
member well  the  first  time  that  in  a  group  of  Pennsylvania 
educators  I  spoke  about  the  desirability  of  having  four  year 
courses  leading  to  degrees  in  the  Normal  Schools  of  this  State. 
Today  we  have  ten  of  our  normal  schools  with  degree-granting 
power,  and  more  on  the  way."  As  evidence  of  Pennsylvania's 
increased  interest  in  education,  Dr.  Keith  compared  the  appro- 
priations for  the  Normal  Schools  of  ten  years  ago  with  the 
amount  included  this  year  in  Governor  Fisher's  budget.  A 
decade  ago  the  appropriation  was  only  $850,000  a  biennium. 
The  present  Governor's  budget  includes  $4,600,000  for  educa- 
tional operation  and  maintenance,  and  $2,000,000  for  build- 
ings. Ten  years  ago  the  Teacher  Training  Schools  were  still 
privately  owned;  the  State  merely  paid  the  tuition  of  those 
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students  over  seventeen  years  of  age,  who  were  pursuing  pro- 
fessional subjects.  That  fee  averaged  annually  about  sixty 
dollars  per  student. 

"These  have  been  ten  interesting,  wonderfully  interesting, 
wonderfully  stimulating  years  to  me,"  Dr.  Keith  said  in  con- 
clusion. "I  feel  that  the  indebtedness  is  entirely  on  the  part 
of  myself  and  my  family  to  the  good  people  of  Indiana  and  to 
this  institution." 

Governor  Fisher,  to  the  keen  disappointment  of  the  Fac- 
ulty Club,  was  unable  to  be  present  at  the  dinner,  but  he  sent 
a  telegram  of  best  wishes.  "I  keenly  regret  the  impossibility 
of  my  being  present  to  join  in  paying  this  deserved  compli- 
ment to  the  fine  services  Dr.  Keith  has  rendered  to  our  schools. 
His  appointment  as  Superintendent  of  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Instruction  is  the  best  example  of  the  high  esteem  in  which 
I  hold  him.  His  ability  has  done  much  to  place  the  Indiana 
State  Normal  School  on  its  present  high  plane-  Joining  you  in 
the  spirit  of  the  occasion,  I  beg  to  remain,

An  Indiana  Governor 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania  a  resident  of  Indiana  sits  in  the  governor's  chair 
at  Harrisburg.  To  alumni  and  friends  of  the  Indiana  Normal 
School  this  fact  is  of  particular  significance,  not  so  much  be- 
cause Governor  Fisher  is  a  citizen  of  the  Borough  of  Indiana 
as  because  he  is  an  alumnus  of  this  school,  for  over  twenty 
years  a  member  of  its  trustee  board,  and  throughout  his  life 
its  sympathetic  and  devoted  friend. 

John  S.  Fisher  is  a  thorough  Pennsylvanian.  On  the 
mother's  side  the  family  traces  its  descent  from  William  Mar- 
shall who  was  born  in  Ireland  about  1722.  He  migrated  to 
Scotland  and  later  to  America  and  settled  with  his  bride  in 
Adams  County.  A  few  years  later  the  family  moved  to  West- 
moreland County,  where  the  only  daughter  of  the  Marshalls 
married  Thomas  McCaughey.  A  grand-daughter  of  this  cou- 
ple, Maria  McGaughey,  married  Samuel  R.  Fisher,  of  Indiana 
County,  father  of  the  present  Governor. 

The  Fisher  family  moved  to  Westmoreland  County  about 
the  time  of  the  Revolutionary  War.  It  is  of  Pennsylvania 
Dutch  origin.  The  grandfather  of  Governor  Fisher  was  John 
Fisher,  a  teacher  of  Westmoreland  County.  He  was  well 
known  as  a  teacher  not  only  in  his  native  county  but  in  Indi- 
ana and  Armstrong  Counties  as  well.  For  several  years  he 
conducted  Summer  Normal  Schools  for  the  benefit  of  those 
who  were  teaching  or  preparing  to  teach.  His  son,  Samuel  R- 
Fisher,  married  and  moved  to  Indiana  County  where  he  fol- 
lowed the  vocation  of  fanning.  In  1861  he  entered  the  Union 
army  and  rendered  gallant  service.  He  returned  to  his  farm 
in  South  Mahoning  Township,  where  on  May  25,  1867,  the 
present  Governor  was  born,  the  third  in  a  family  of  seven 
children. 

The  future  Governor  lived  the  life  of  the  ordinary  farm 
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boy  of  his  time  with  its  hard  work  and  limited  opportunities. 
He  entered  the  Ox  Hill  School  in  his  township  at  the  age  of  six 
and  attended  this  school  for  eight  years.  He  then  entered  the 
Indiana  High  School  and  after  completing  his  work  there  at- 
tended the  Indiana  Normal  School.  He  was  graduated  from 
the  latter  in  the  class  of  1886  and  was  selected  by  the  Facullty 
as  'Commencement  Day  Orator.  While  attending  the  high 
school  and  Indiana  Normal,  he  earned  his  way  by  doing  chores 
and  odd  jobs.  Most  of  the  time  he  lived  at  the  home  of  Hon. 
A.  W.  Taylor,  a  prominent  attorney  and  a  member  of  Con- 
gress. The  Taylor  home  was  a  common  meeting  place  of  men 
and  women  prominent  in  state  and  national  politics  and  this 
no  doubt,  was  a  strong  influence  in  rousing  the  ambitions  of 
the  young  student. 

After  graduation  from  the  Normal  School,  Mr.  Fisher 
taught  for  two  years  in  his  home  school  of  Ox  Hiill.  Ke  was 
next  Principal  of  the  Plumville  schools  for  two  years  and  then 
returned  to  Indiana  as  Principal,  where  he  remained  three 
years-  One  of  the  teachers  who  taught  with  him  at  this  time 
has  referred  to  him  as  follows: 

"In  the  early  nineties  there  came  into  the  faculty  of  the 
Indiana  Public  Schools  as  principal,  John  S.  Fisher,  a  young 
man  of  marked  ability,  a  thorough  student  and  an  inspiring 
teacher.  Enthusiastic  and  smiling,  he  took  his  place  as  though 
long  accustomed  to  the  work.  Happy  and  cheerful,  he  mas- 
tered all  difficulties  as  though  there  were  none,  corrected  false 
statements  in  textbooks,  won  the  admiration  of  teachers  and 
pupils. 

"Many  a  lad  felt  that  quiet,  fatherly,  sympathetic  part- 
nership and  today  remembers  Governor-elect  Fisher  as  a 
warm  personal  friend.  In  some  way  he  escaped  the  trifling 
and  low  mean  things  of  life  and  seemed  to  be  peering  through 
the  veil  of  the  commonplace  to  the  greater  things  beyond." 

Mr.  Fisher  also  taught  for  a  short  time  at  the  Indiana 
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Normal,  substituting  for  an  Instructor  in  Mathematics.  Dur- 
ing those  years  of  teaching  he  conducted  summer  courses  for 
teachers  in  various  parts  of  Indiana  County. 

In  addition  to  his  work  as  a  teacher,  Mr.  Fisher  had  been 
studying  law  under  the  careful  direction  of  Mr.  Samuel  Cun- 
ningham, a  prominent  attorney  of  Indiana.  The  esteem  in 
which  he  was  held  by  the  latter  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that 
when  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1893  he  was  at  once  taken 
into  partnership  by  his  preceptor.  This  long  partnership  still 
remains  unbroken. 

.The  young  attorney  had  already  taken  an  active  part  in 
the  political  affairs  of  the  county  and  his  transfer  from  teach- 
ing to  the  legal  profession  gave  him  more  time  and  opportun- 
ity for  engaging  in  the  game  he  loved.  After  holding  several 
party  and  local  political  positions,  he  was  elected  to  the  state 
senate  in  1900  and  re-elected  in  1904.  From  this  first  election 
to  the  present  time  Governor  Fisher  has  taken  an  active  part 
in  the  political  affairs  of  the  state  and  few  men  have  a  wider 
acquaintance  throughout  the  state  and  none  a  name  that 
stands  higher  for  courage  and  honesty. 

His  most  widely  known  work  as  a  senator  was  that  done 
as  chairman  of  the  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the 
scandalous  corruption  in  connection  with  the  furnishing  of  the 
new  State  Capitol.  In  handling  this  matter  Senator  Fisher 
showed  a  type  of  courageous  vigor  and  honesty  that  gained 
for  him  a  reputation  for  devotion  to  the  public  welfare  that 
has  done  much  to  place  him  in  his  present  position.  His  more 
recent  political  activities  are  too  well  known  to  justify  repeti- 
tion here. 

In  legal  and  business  circles  Governor  Fisher  has  always 
been  very  active.  He  is  Pennsylvania  solicitor  for  the  New 
York  Central  Railroad  Company,  and  attorney  for  the  Mid- 
dleburg  Light,  Heat,  and  Power  Company,  the    Dixon    Land 
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Company,  Juniata  Public  Service  Company,  and  many  others. 
He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Savings  and  Trust  Com- 
pany of  Indiana ;  he  has  been  actively  engaged  in  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Indiana  Hospital  Association,  and  he  holds  many 
other  positions  of  trust. 

The  cause  of  good  roads  has  always  been  dear  to  the  heart 
of  the  Governor.  He  has  been  president  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Good  Roads  Association  since  its  organization.  He  is  affiliated 
with  many  other  highway  organizations  and  is  vice-chairman 
of  the  National  Highway  Association. 

In  his  home  town  Mr.  Fisher  has  always  taken  an  active 
part  in  the  religious  and  social  life  of  the  community.  He  is 
a  member  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  and  chairman 
of  its  building  committee  that  has  charge  of  the  construction 
of  the  beautiful  new  church  now  nearing  completion.  Ho  is  a 
member  of  the  Union  League  Club  of  Philadelphia  and  of  the 
Cosmopolitan  Club,  Country  Club,  Ingleside  and  Rotary,  of 
Indiana. 

In  1893  Mr.  Fisher  married  Miss  Hapsie  Miller,  who  had 
been  his  classmate  at  Indiana  Normal  School  and  fellow-teach- 
er at  Plumville.  Two  children  were  born  to  them,  Robert 
Fisher,  a  graduate  of  Amherst  College  and  Harvard  Law 
School,  and  now  an  attorney  in  Indiana,  and  Mary,  a  graduate 
of  Indiana  Normal  School  and  of  Goucher  College.  The  beau- 
tiful home  life  of  the  Fisher  family  was  broken  by  the  death 
of  Mrs-  Fisher  in  1922.  She  had  been  not  only  a  devoted  wife 
and  mother  but  an  inspiring  companion  to  her  able  husband, 
and  a  charming  hostess  to  their  many  friends.  Robert  Fisher 
was  married  in  1925  to  Miss  Gladys  Washburn,  of  California, 
a  member  of  the  faculty  in  the  music  department  of  the  Indi- 
ana Normal  School.  Their  little  daughter,  Mary  Washburn, 
is  an  important  member  of  the  Fisher  householld,  especially 
in  the  eyes  of  her  grandfather.  Miss  Fisher  now  presides 
most  graciously  over  the  executive  mansion    at    Harrisburg. 
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Her  engagement  to  Mr.  H.  Tatnall  Brown,  of     Moorestown, 
New  Jersey,  was  recently  announced. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  Governor  Fisher  left  the  teaching 
vocation  many  years  ago,  he  has  never  lost  interest  in  the 
cause  of  public  education.  He  has  been  for  many  years  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Indiana  Normal  School 
and  for  the  last  twelve  years  vice-president  of  that  body.  He 
is  also  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  State  College. 
While  state  senator  he  took  an  active  part  in  all  legislative  ac- 
tion affecting  the  public  schools  and  was  the  author  of  the 
first  minimum  salary  law  passed  in  Pennsylvania.  In  the  De- 
cember, 1926,  number  of  the  Pennsylvania  School  Journal  he 
is  quoted  as  saying: 

"I  wish  to  say  emphatically  that  my  chief  interest  outside 
my  chosen  profession  has  been  in  the  promotion  of  public  edu- 
cation in  Pennsylvania.  The  recommendations  of  the  State 
Council  of  Education  will  receive  the  most  sympathetic  and 
careful  consideration.  However,  in  order  that  the  various 
departments  of  the  State  may  be  properly  co-ordinated,  I 
must  consider  any  recommendation  of  the  Council  in  the  light 
of  the  general  welfare  of  the  State.  As  the  representative  of 
all  the  people  I  must  take  a  bird's-eye  view  of  the  whole  legis- 
lative program. 

"I  should  do  everything  possible  to  develop  and  foster 
the  system  of  public  education.  Compulsory  laws  and  the  de- 
sire for  more  advanced  learning  have  filled  our  schools  to  ov- 
erflowing. To  meet  this  condition  it  is  essential  that  modern 
housing  be  provided  and  the  demand  for  trained  teachers  be 
met.  1  believe  the  cure  for  social  and  political  ills  can  be 
found  in  the  public  schools.  Moral  and  patriotic  training 
should  find  a  place  along  with  the  school  curriculum." 

Indiana  Normal  School  rejoices  that  one  of  its  sons  has 
been  so  signally  honored.  It  knows  that  while  John  S.  Fisher 
is  Governor  of  Pennsylvania  the  interests  not  only  of  Indiana 
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but  of  all  the  normal  schools  of  the  State  will  be  carefully 
looked  after  and  that  the  cause  of  public  education  in  general 
will  receive  the  fullest  possible  support.  Therefore,  we  re- 
joice and  congratulate  the  Commonwealth  on  its  wise  selection 
of  an  Indiana  Normal  School  alumnus  as  Governor. 


DGOVERNOR  FISHER  LEAVES  FOR  INAUGURAL 

ALL  INDIANA  JOINS  IN  CELEBRATION 

Never  in  the  history  of  Indiana  has  there  been  a  greater 
show  of  respect  and  enthusiasm  than  on  Monday  afternoon, 
January  17,  when  John  S.  Fisher  left  Indiana  on  the  3:43 
train  for  Harrisburg,  where  on  Tuesday  he  was  inaugurated 
to  the  office  of  Governor  of  Pennsylvania.  The  streets  were 
decorated  with  flags  and  crowded  with  people,  eager  to  say 
goodbye  to  the  man  who  has  lived  among  them  all  his  life,  and 
who  is  now  at  the  head  of  our  state  government.  He  has  been 
a  favorite  citizen  of  Indiana  for  many  years,  and  the  send-off 
he  received  was  indicative  of  the  high  esteem  in  which  he  is 
held. 

A  parade  from  the  Fisher  home  to  the  Pennsylvania  sta- 
tion was  the  main  feature  of  the  celebration.  The  Governor- 
elect's  car  was  followed  by  Company  F,  the  guard  of  honor, 
the  town  officials,  the  Boy  Scout  Band,  and  the  entire  student 
body  of  the  Indiana  High  School.  The  crowds  cheered  as  Mr. 
Fisher's  automobile  passed  and  he  received  the  good  wishes 
of  old  friends  and  acquaintances. 

The  Normal  School  may  feel  honored  in  the  election  of 
Mr.  Fisher  to  the  Governorship,  for  he  has  been  a  member  of 
its  Board  of  Trustees  for  many  years — Indiana  Penn,  Jan.  28, 
1927.
